PERRY stated that his office receives these forms 
through the Federal Reserve hank and they come from banks 
all over the Gulf Coast, including Mobile, Alabama. tie stated 
cooperation with regard to completing a TCP-1 Form is for the 
most part voluntary on the part of the banks. The regulations 
regarding the TCR-l's completion are handled by the Comptroller 

0 Currency and he pointed out that most banks do not follow 
these regulations to the letter. 

PERRY stated he was specifically prohibited by 
btatute from disclosing information from the TCR-1 Form, and 
that he would not be able to disclose this information without 
the specific permission of the Commissioner of IRS.
